And in. the bitter- 
ness of her sorrow last night was the one 
comforting thought that when her mother 
died it had been in her arms.

POLICEMEN RAID A ROBBERS’ ROOST. 


They Trace Thieves to an Old Barn, 
Comfortably Fitted Up, and Ar- 
rest Four of Them. 


A robbers’ roost near Western avenue and 
Grace street was raided by the police of the 
Town Hall station, and four men found 
sleeping there were locked up yesterday. 
The thieves had broken into an old and un- 
used barn and fitted it up with all the com- 
forts of a crooks’ home. There were numer- 
ous exits, and the doors and windows were 
fitted with heavy shutters and bars. 

In the rooms were beds, a table, chairs, 
pipes, clothing, and newspapers, andthey had 
evidently been occupied for some time. The 
police say the mén kept a wagon and horse, 
making almost nightly trips to the new 
buildings in the neighborhood, stripping 
them of their plumbing and carrying away 
such tools and materials as they could find. 

Frequent thefts had been reported to the 
police, but no trace of the robbers could be 
found until Wednesday, when they were 
traced to their den by Sergt. Robinson and 
Policemen Sheehan and Steff. The men 
gave their names as Gustav Krause, Perry 
Johnson, Frank Miller, and John Doner. 

Doner was recognized as a paroled prison- 
er from Pontiac and was yesterday returned 


caped with only slight burns. 
died soon after midnight. 

Mrs. Behrent, who was the mother of three 
children, ‘was arranging to prepare the 
evening meal in anticipation of the arrival 
of her husband. Two of the children were 
several blocks from the house with some 
companions. Harry, the baby, had grown 
fretful during the evening and the mother 
took him in her arms. 

With the child still in her arms she went 
into the kitchen and attempted to tigne ti 
oil stove. When she touched a match to 
the cup containing the oil an explosion fol- 
lowed which threw the stove into the middle 
of the room. The flames from the burning 
oll began to take hold where they came in 
contact with the floor and the excited 
woman picked up the stove and threw it 
out the back door. 


Flames Block the Doorway. 


The stove fell on a porch which led up to 
the back door and the steps of the building 
caught fire. The flames blocked the door- 
way, but the mother, thoroughly frightened, 
rushed through the fire and out the door. 
Her clothing was ignited and before heip 
could arrive Mrs. Behrent and her baby were 
wrapped in flame. 

Her screams attracted the attention of 
neighbors, who ran toaid her. Mrs. Theresa 
Young, who lives at No. 2940 South Park av- 
nue, ‘happened to be looking out of the win- 
dow and saw the frantic mother rush from 
the house. She summoned her husband, C. 
V. Young, and E. J. Durline, No, 2629 Em- 
erald avenue, who was visiting at the house. 
Mr. Young ran to the fence which separated 
the two houses and Mrs. Behrent, who saw 
him, ran toward him, begging him to save 
her child. 

“ Throw the baby over the fence,” he com- 
manded, and the woman obeyed. Mr. Young 


The mother 


had thrown. off his coat, and with this he 


wrapped up the child and smothered the 
flames. 

While this was going on Durline had 
cleared, the fence, and with his coat at- 
tempted to put .out the fire which enveloped 
Mrs. Behrent. The garment was too small 
to cover her, and as soon as the fire was put 
out in one place it would break out in an- 
other. 

With his bare hands Durline tore the burn- 
ing clothing from the woman. He was bad- 
ly burned about the hands and arms, and it 
was necessary to remove him to his home in 
an ambulance. 

Mrs. Young, who had secured a blanket, 

came to the aid of Durline, and this was 
wrapped about the woman, smothering the 
fire. ? 
In her anxiety for the safety of her child 
Mrs. Behrent attempted to rise from the 
ground, but was unable to do so. When 
she was told her baby was safe she seemed 
to forget her own injuries.

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CYCLONE RIPS UP PARIS. 


{NROOFS BUILDINGS AND WRECKS 
BOATS ON THE RIVER SEINE, 


Omnibuses, Cabs, and Stalls Are Over- 

turned, Windows Broken, Trees 

Blown Down, and Many People Are 

‘ -Injared in ‘the Public Places—Sit- 

tings of the Court at the Palais de 

Justice Suspended on Account of 
the Storm. 


Paris, Sept. 10.—A violent cyclone swept 
over portions of this city at 2:30 p. m. today. 


Omnibuses, cabs, and stalls in the streets. 


Were overturned, tre¢s were biown down, 
store windows were broken, barges were 
sunk in the River Seine, and the firemen had 
to be called out. | 
Many persons were injured on the Rue 
Turbigo, Place de la Republique, the Place 
Bt. Sulpice, and the Boulevard St. Martin. 
The greatest damage was done at the 
Palais de Justice. All the windows on the 
Rue de Harley side were smashed, part of the 
roof was blown'away, and the corridors were 
filled with clouds of @ust and branches of 
trees, The sittings of the court had to be 
Suspended. -. . | 
The courtyard of St. Chapelle was filled 
with every sort of dépbris. 


Paris Greatly Excited. 

Paris is much stirred up and excited over 
the cyclone, which develops into a disaster 
of considerable proportions. The number of 
minor casualties and injuries to persons is 
large and further reports are constantly be- 
ing received. Over fifty injured have thus 
far been reportéd to one fire station alone. 

Several men and women had their skulls 
fractured by the falling of some gates be- 
hind which they had sought shelter from the 
storm. | 

A cab driver who had taken refuge in his 
cab and his horeses were killed together 
and the cab demolished. Nine members of 
the staff of La France, who were leaving 
the Tribunal de Commerce when the storm 
fuddenly broke, were all seriously injured, 
one having his skull fractured. 

At least a dozen persons were carried bod- 
ily into the Seine from the bridges and from 
the quais and were rescued with great 
difficulty, several being injured and left 
mn a critical condition, so that they had to 

‘taken to the hospitals. 

The breking of the storm was accompanied 
by many demonstrations of fright by in- 


dividuals and by crowds, the panic of one .

Fl Paso, Tex., Sept. 10.—({Special.]—Juarez, 
Mexico, is alive with armed men tonight. 
The Mexican authorities learned yesterday, 
from what they considered a reliable source, 
that the same persons who attempted to 
capture the Mexican customs at Nogales 
last month would tonight make an attack 
on the Juarez custom-house. 

At 9 o’clock a company of Mexican infantry 
was under arms in the custom-house, and 
a troop of cavalry was patrolling the town. 

People crossing from this side are inspected 
closely. 

Two troops of the Second Cavalry arrived 
this noon from Durango. Three more troops 
of the-same regiment have been stationed at 
Ahumida, sixty miles south of Juarez. Gen. 
liernandez is in immediate charge of the 
forces. United States Consul Bernard has 
telegraphed to Washington asking for the 
United States troops at Fort Bliss to watch 
the border. Capt. Hughes of the Texas 
Rangers has been sent to Las Cruces look- 
ing for insurrectionists, but found none 
there. Mexican Collector Bauche informed 
him that 200 were on the way southeast of 
Demend. 

Santa Teras’ home is guarded by armed 
friends, but there has been no conflict yet of 
any kind.

MR. ROOSEVELT DECLARES 


HE COURTS ARREST, 


THAT 


If Taken Into Court He Says He Will 
“Show Those Grand Army People 
What They Do Not Know About the 
Civil Service Rules ’—Committee 
im Charge of the Prosecution Meets 
with a Cold Reception and 
Probably Make an Appeal.

New York, Sept. 10.—[{Special.]—Theodore 
Roosevelt, President of the Board of Police, 
returned to New York today from 4 three 
weeks’ vacation on his Western ranch and 
was promptly informed of the expressed in- 
tentions of his colleague, Commissioner 
Parker, and the G. A. R. to prosecute him 
for violating the civil service regulations for 
the promotion of old soldiers on the force. 
Commissioner Roosevelt did not seem to be 
much perturbed by the news. He professed 
such a prosecution would please him im- 
mensely. 

‘‘T shall be only too giad to be arrested and 
taken to court. I'll show those Grand Army 
people what they, don't know about thé civil 
service rules.”’ 

The committee of five Grand Army men 
who have charge of the matt@r of bringing 
abcut Mr. Roosevelt's arrest are awaiting 
the return of Col. Fellows from his vacation 
to lay the facts before him. It is proposed 
finally to bring the matter before the grand 
jury. 

The committee was not encouraged by As- 
sistant District-Attorney Weeks, who said 
today: ‘I heard the complaint of the com- 
mittee and informed it I thought its remedy 
rested with a civil magistrate, before whom 
the facts should be laid, and who could sum- 
mon the Commissioners before him.

ASTOR’S NEW YACHT I8 LAUNCHED. 
It Is Most Completely Appointed and 
Is Propelled by Electricity. 

New York, Sept. 10.—{Special.J—John Jacob 
Astor’s twin screw electric yacht Utopia 
was*aunched this afternoon from the ship- 
yards at Upper Nyack, and the traditional 
bottle of champagne was broken by Eliza- 
beth M., Jewett, a 10-year-old girf. It is 
without doubt the largest and most com- 
pletely appointed electric auxiliary yacht in 

the wortd. 

It is 72 feet over all, 12 feet beam, and is 
fitted with two electric motors of 25-horse 
power each, which are supplied with eléc- 
tricity by 480 cells. These cells, as well as 
the entire motiye power, are placed below 
the floor, so as to leave the entire cabin 
room unobstructed. 

Directly aft of the cockpit is the. saloon, 
extending the entire width of the boat, 
fitted with transoms, lockers, etc., all in 
polished mahogany, upholstered in brocad- 
ed velvet. 

The saloon is also fitted with a folding 
table of mahogany. Buffets are arranged 
across the after end. The owner's state- 
room, Which is next aft, is seven feet long, 
with folding transoms that can be quickly 
arranged into berths and under which are 
drawers. The yacht will be used by Mr. 
Astor in the vicinity of Newport.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Damage Done by a Storm Which 
Sweeps the New England Coast. 
New York, Sept. 10.—The northeast storm 
which swept the New England coast last 
night has not passed, although the force is 


somewhat less. The wind comes in heavy 


gusts and the rain does not cease. Consider- 
able damage has been done along the water 
front at. Boston by the combined action of 
the heavy rain and the unusually high tide 
which prevailed last night. Many cellars 
were flooded and wharves and low-lying 
streets were swamped. Aside from this not 
much damage was done there. 

Reports from New England coast cities 
indicate that considerable damage has been 
done to shipping, but news of disasters will 
probably not be received for a day or two. 

From inland points come stories of much 
damage to crops and fruit trees. The latter 
suffered most severely on account of the high 
wind. The damage in this respect. will be 
quite heavy.

VICTORY ON LAKE ERIE IS CELE- 


BRATED AT CLEVELAND. 


Centennial Exercises in Honor of the 
‘City’s Birth Are Closed with a Par 
rade and Oraterical and Poetical 
Tributes to Commodore Perry, Who 
Not Only Would “ Not Give Up the 
Ship” bat Put an End to British 

, Supremacy on the Lakes. 


Cleveland, O., Sept. 10.—Beautiful weather ° 


greeted Perry’s victory day and the closing 
day of the city’s centennial celebration. 
Nearly all the business houses and manufac- 
turing concérns were closed. 

Long before the hour set for the ceremonies 
to begin the streets were filled with enor- 
mous crowds of people. During the early 
morning hours constantly arriving excursion 
trains from all over Northern Ohio brought 
many thousands of visitors to the city. 

The celebration of Perry's victory day 
was begun at 5:30 o’clock by the firing of 
the national salute of forty-five guns. At 
8:30 a. m. there was a reception to Gov. 
Lippitt and staff of Rhode Island and other 
distinguished visitors. An: hour later the 
exercises at the Central Armory commenced, 
where, following various selections of music, 
Mayor Robert E. McKisson introduced 
Gov. Bushnell of Ohio as “President of 
the day. 

After an address by Gov. Bushnell and 
prayer by the Rev. John Mitchell Gov. 
Charles Lippitt of Rhode Island delivered an 
oration. He was followed by ex-United 
States Senator M. C. Butler of South Caro- 
lina, a nephew of Commodore Oliver Haz- 
ard Perry. 

The poem, “‘ The Battle of Lake Erie,” 
was read by the author, Frederick Boyd 
Stevenson of Chicago. The opening and the

The sparkling wates at Put-in Bay 

Are resting in placid peace today, 

But the silv’ry sheen of the ‘ebbing flood 

Was once stained red with our grandsires'’ blood;

A vigorous description of the battle fol- 
lows, and the poem concludes: 

Thus was the battle of Erie fought; 
Thus was the lesson of liberty taught, 
And thus does the banner of freedom today

The Rev. Dr. C. E. Manchester, a third 
cousin of Commodore Perry, made the clos- 
ing prayer. 

In the afternoon a great civie and indus- 
trial pageant took place, in which many 
thousands of persons took part. The parace 
was one of the most interesting and attract- 


three sections-—military, civic, and indus- 
trial. The battle of Lake Erie, which has 
immortalized the name of Oliver Hazard 
Perry, was reproduced on the lake front in 
the evening in a sham battle and pyro- 
technical display, which was the grand 
finale of the centennial Celebration. 


Remembered by Old Citizens. 


Eighty-three years ago this mornihg the 
people of Cleveland and adjoining towns 
for fifty iniles to the East and West were 
awakened from their slumbers by the firing 
of heavy artillery off Lake Erie, near Put-In 
Bay. It wae the thunder of the guns from 
the combined fleets of Commodore Perry 
and the British commander in the memor- 
able battle for the supremacy of the Great 
Lakes in the war of 1812. This morning in 
commemoration of that great event in 
American history the people of Cleveland 
and vicinity were again aroused by heavy 
cannonading. 

This morning there were. no warriors, 
grim and black, standing to their smoking 
guns in defense of their country and their 
homes. It was the sound of the national 
Salute of twenty-one guns that aroused the 
people of this city and served to remind 
them of the great victory of their fathers 
which was won fourscore and more of years 
ago. : 

Today the centennial celebration of Cleve- 
land,, commemorative of the founding of 
the city and the settlement of the Western 
Reserve, was brought to a close. The ex- 
ercises commenced at sunrise and did not 
end until after midnight. Central Armory 
was the scene of the opening ceremonies. 
Gov. Bushnell called the audience to order 
with a gavel made from the historic flag- 
ship Lawrence, In the afternoon there was 
a monster military, civic, and industrial 
parade, which was a marked success. Over 
10,000 men were in line; a thousand horses 
and hundreds of historic floats lent interest 
to the occasion. 

A striking feature of the pageant was the 
company of Hollanders, 500 Strong, with 
floats and decorated carriages. In the 
military division of the parade was the 
Seventeenth Regiment, United States In- 
fantry, of Columbus; Troop A, Third United 
States Cavalry, of St. Louis: Light Battery 
bk, First Regiment United States Artillery, 
of Chicago; the Detroit Light Infantry; 
officers, seamen, and marines of the United 
States steamer Michigan: the Fifth Regi- 
ment, Ohio National Guard: civic societies, 
bands, and numberless floats representing

Surrender of the English Commander. 

There are still living in Cleveland people 
who remember the summer of 1813, when the 
great lakes were in the control of the British. 
Many at today’s celebration recalled the 
commission of Capt. Oliver Hagard Perry to 
dispute the control of the great inland seas. 
He was first obliged to create a fleet from 
the oaks and pines along the shores of the 
lake. Sailors were brought overland in stage 
coaches. Scarcely were his nine ships ready 
forsea when the British fleet bore down upon 
the young commander near Put-in-Bay. 

At the masthead of the flagship Lawrence 
were the historic words: ‘* Don't give up the 
ship.” It was a severe contest. The Law- 
rence was riddled after having fought two 
of the British squadron at once. The gallant 
commander sprang into a small boat and 
was rowed to the Niagara, whence he or- 
dered a fresh onslaught upon the enemv’s 
lines. The fusillade was effective and short- 
ly the guns of the enemy were silenced and 
Perry returned to the sinking flagship Law- 
rence, where he received the surrender of 
the KEnglish commander. 

This battle led to the breaking up of the 
Indian confederacy and the recovery of the 
land lost by Hull’s cowardly surrender. I+ 
was the first time an entire British squadron 
had surrendered during that brilliant naval 
conflict with Great Britain. .

The college of the future must include in 
its curriculum a course of travels—not the 
study of travels from books, but the genu- 
ine globe-trotting article. An enterprising 
young institution of the West has shown the 
way by starting its students this autumn 
on a 7,000-mile jaunt. 

This is the Puget Sound University of Ta- 
coma, from which a party of twenty-five 
students will visit Chicago today. They 
will come from the eastward, visit the parks, 
museums, and tall office buildings, and then 
go on to St. Paul, where they will pass Sun- 
day. 

Their program includes stops at the Yel- 
lowstone National Park, at Butte, at. Spo- 
kane, and a day on the shore of the Pacific. 
They will reach Tacoma and begin study 
there Sept..21. 

Next spring the students are to complete 
their travel course by a trip to Alaska, the 
Hawalian Islands, or the southern repub- 
lics, each as his choice may decide. Each 
year one student who has completed the col- 
legiate course with highest honors will be 
sent around the world by the university. . 

The school establishing this unique ‘“‘ De- 
partment of Travel ’’ is an endowed institu- 
tion governed by the Methodist Episcopal 


Church. Itis eight years old, and last year 
had an attendance of 350 students. Its rate 


of tuition is $300 a year, including board, 
lodging, and traveling expenses,

Four Years of Democratic Rule, 


Mr. Powderly then took up the Chicago 
platform and compared it with previous 
platforms of the Democratic party, saying: |

Calls It “Pure Gold.” 


Continuing Mr. Powderly compared exist- 
ing prices with prices he said me ap lene 
days of ‘Democratic simplicity,” and 
doubled if one would exchange his present 
Surroundings for the old.

The proposition that the silver dollar is 
the poor man’s dollar is pure gush. The dol- 
lar of the poor man is the dollar which he 
earns, whether it be gold or silver. 

“The workingman is entitled to the best 
in the market; the gold dollar is as much his 
dollar as it is the dollar of the millionaire, 
and instead of joining in the shout for a 
cheap dollar, for free and unlimited coinage, 
he should inscribe on his banner: ‘ The best 
is none to good for me.’ ”’ 


Warner Miller’s Address. 


Ex-United States Senator Warner Miller, 
who was the next speaker, declared that 
business depression resulted from the Wilson 
tariff bill and free silver agitation. He 
combated the theory that there wasa lack 
of currency or that gold had appreciated in 
value, saying, “If either was true there 
would have been some show of reason in the 
demand for free cdinage of silver.’’ He said 
the true test as to the relative value of gold 
lay in the question of wages and interest. 
He then asserted that wages had increased 
nearly 60 per cent since 1860 and about 20 
per cent since the war, while interest had 
fallen nearly one-half. 

“The remedy for our present disastrous 
condition is a return to the former condition 
cf affairs, to the enactment of a fair tariff 
bill, which shall give just protection to 
American labor, which shall restore confi- 
dence to business circles and every industry, 
and to stamp out absolutely every proposi- 
tion for the dishonor of our credit, the cheap- 
ening of our money, the repudiation of our 
debts, both public and private, and by main- 
taining the high standard of public honor 
which we have maintained from the begin- 
ning of our government down to the present 
moment. This can be done by the electicn 
of McKinley and Hobart.’”’ 


Chicago Platform Denounced. 


Before adjourning the following. resolu- 
tion was adopted: 

“The wage-workers of New York, in mass- 
meeting assembled, under the auspices of 
the McKinley League, utterly repudiate the 
teachings of the platform adopted by the 
Democratic-Populistic national convention 
at Chicago. “We hold its doctrings to be dis- 
honest, unpatriotic, and injurious to the best 
interests of the Nation and the workingmen 
of the United States.

HILL IS NOT FOR BRYAN. 


REFUSES TO BE AN INSTRUCTED 
DELEGATE TO BUFFALO,

Declines the Office at the Hands of the 
Third Albany District Popocrats— 
Col. Fellows Says the Senator Will 
Not Support the Chicago Ticket— 
The Tammany Machine Is Nervous 
—Sheehan and Murphy Will Control 
the Convention, 


Albany, N. Y., ‘Sept. 10.—United States 
Senator Hill telegraphed as follows today to 
Norton Chase, Chairman of the Albany 
County Democratic convention: 

**I observe in morning papers that I have 
been elected delegate from the Third Albany 
District to the State convention under in- 
structions to vote for the indorsement of 
the Chicago platform and candidates. 

‘This action is taken in opposition to my 
wishes and judgment as expressed to you 
yesterday and I decline to accept the elec- 
tion upon the conditions imposed or upon 
any conditions which would restrict my 
freedom at Buffalo to act in such manner 
as I.consider best for the interest of my 
party.’’ 

Lexington, Ky., Sept. 10.—[(Special.]—In a 
flying interview here tonight as he was pass- 
ing through on his way to the National 
Democratic notification meeting at Louis- 
ville.on Saturday. evening Col. John R. Fel- 
lows of New York said he believes Senator 
Hill would not support Bryan and Sewall. 
He thinks the Senator is doing all he can 
to keep the New York State Democratic 
organization from indorsing Bryan. Col. 
Fellows makes one speech in Kentucky, 
when he leaves for Tennessee. He will 
make a speech at Nasliville and probably 
one at Birmingham and then he wilj return 
to New York. 

New York, Sept. 10.—[{Special.]—Senator 
Hill’s refusal to go to the Democratic State 
convention as an instructed delegate bound 
to indorse Bryan‘and the Chicago platform 
is considered by politicians of both parties 
a prelude to his fall from power as the boss 
of the State machine. But if he chooses he 
may wreck the running gear of the machine, 
and those who seem about to triumph over 
him are nervous over the possible results 
of their victory. 

The cast-iron instructions from his own 
Assembly district simply increased the bit- 
terness of the dose the Chemung statesman 
had to swallow when John C. Sheehan, lead- 
er of Tammany Hall, in their conference yes- 
terday refused to listen to his pleadings and 
argumentsagainstan indorsement ofthe Chi- 
cago platform. It is said Senator Hill could 
have made up his mind to accept the free sil- 
ver plank, but couldn’t stand the income 
tax provision of the platform. 

As it is, Sheehan and Senator Murphy. 
who has joined hands with him, will control 
the convention, and Hill, unless he can exe- 
cute some surprise, which does not seem to 
be in the cards, will be outside the breast- 
works if not outside the convention. He 
probably will have a proxy from some up- 
instructed delegation, and Chairman Jones, 
as well as Sheehan and Murphy, are wonder- 
ing what he will do withit. Senator Hill re- 
turned to Albany tonight. He declined to 
add anything to his telegram of refusal to 
act as an instructed delegate. 


WHY HOLT RESIGNED AS CHAIRMAN, 


Could Not Indorse Free Silver or For- 
bear Criticism. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 10.—The Popo- 
cratic State Central committee met today 
and received and accepted the resignation of 
Sterling R. Holt, Chairman of the State Cen- 
tral committee, and Rufus Magee, nember 
from Cass County.

This un- 
remitting faukt-finding has so handicapped 
and crippled the committee as almost to dis- 
qualify it from doing efficient work. Per- 
sonally, during my whole political career, 
I have been opposed to the doctrine involved 
in the free coinage of siiver; yet I did not see 
in this fact a sufficient reason for quitting 
the regular organization of the party, and I 
have so stated: nevertheless, in view of the 
condition of affairs I have above indicated, 
I feel that I owe it to myself, as a man and 
to you as a committee, to step Sown and out.”

‘*We denounce the action of the Chicago 
convention in refusing to indorse the wise, 
pure, and patriotic administration of Grover 
Cleveland. 

**In relieving the people from oppressive 
tariff laws, in purifying the civil service, 
in’ maintaining untarnished its financial 
credit, he has served his country and brought 
honor on his party.

SECRETARY PALMER GIVES FIGURES

His Calculations Show a Defeat for - 
Illinois Republicans. 


Springfield, Ill, Sept. 10.—[(Special.J— 
Charles R. Palmer, Secretary of the People’s 
party State Central committee, is certain of 
a Popocratic victory in Illinois. Today he 
gave out the following statement showing 
why: 

** According to the returns in 1892 the Re- 
publicans had 399,268 votes, while the com- 
bined opposition was 474,359, giving an op- 
position majority of 75,000. In 1894 the Re- 
publicans had 455,886 votes. The combined 
opposition had 403,359, or a Republican ma- 
jority of 52,000. Eliminating the Prohibi- 
tion vote of 1892.gives an opposition majority 
of 50,000. Eliminating the same vote in 
1894 gives a Republican majority of 72,000. 
Without counting the Prohibition the Repub- 
licans had an average majority of 11,000 
votes over the Democratic and Populist 
combination. However, from this majority 
should be deducted 75 per cent of thé Pro- 
hibition vote, which will surely go to Bryan. 

‘* They polled in 1894 20,000 votes. Three- 
fourths of that is 15,000, which, all else being 
equal, gives an opposition majority of 4,000 
votes.

POLL POINTS TO M’KINLEY 


RETURNS FROM STATE PRECINCT 
CANVASSES INDICATE BIG GAINS, 


Predictions That Illinois Will Come 


Up te Coek County with a Repub- . 


lican Pluarality Probably Larger 
than in 1894—Dr. Jamieson Thinks 
It May Pass the 100,000 Mark—In- 
crease in Democratic Strongholds— 
Hanna Congratulates the Managers. 


Predictions now have it that Illinois will 
come up to Cook County with a plurality 


‘for McKinley as large as the Republican 


Pe 


plurality in 1894, if not considerably in ex- 
cess of the figures in that election. 

This is the indication of the reports com- 
ing in to Republican headquarters from a 
poll of the State commenced three weeks 
ago and to be completed not later than 
Sept. 15. 

Two years ago Henry Wulff, the Republic- 
an candidate for Treasurer, reached the 
Cook County line 82,032 votes ahead of 
Barney Claggett, his Democratic and 
Strongest opponent. . 

Results of the poll have been received 
from 422 precincts scattered throughout 
twenty counties, and they show an average 
gain over the vote of 1804 of 33 to the pre- 
cinct. This would be a total-increase for 
these precincts of 13,926. If the ratio con- 
tinues at anything like these figures Dr. 
Jamieson thinks McKinley’s plurality will 
pass the 100,000 mark. To this he would 


add 50,000 for Cook County, thus making. 


the total in Illinois 150,000. Every one in 
authority at headquarters seems to think 
the gain will increase rather than dwindle. 

They base their opinions upon the fact 
that more than half the returns up to date 
cCme from Democratic § strongholds like 
‘Sangamon and other counties in the south- 
ern portion of the State. This poll is being 
made under the supervision of the man who 
conducted that work in 1892 and 1804, and 
the results of those two canvasses, con- 
cluded ‘two months prior to the elections, 
were faund to be less than 1 per cent out of 
the way after the vote had been taken and 
counted. \Whenever the figures appear to 
be wrong he sends.them back either for re- 
Vision or confirmation. 

For instance, reports came in a day or two 
ago from Union County, which showed such 
a rosy condition of things down there that 
the man in charge immediately returned 
them to the Chaixman of the County com- 
mittee with instrucNons to take another poll. 
Union County is onthe Mississippi River in 
the extreme southwest corner of the State, 
and in 1892 gave Cleveland a majority of 
1,23. This was reduced to between 500 and 
600 in 1894. The poll indicated that McKin- 
ley would carry the coumy by 1,000. The 
Popocrats have been claiming it for Bryan 
by 1,500. The Republican managers thought 
there must be something wrong somewhere 
to show such a wide differencé, so they de- 
clined to accept the count sent them first 
without further verification. 

However, the Popocrats are making all 
sorts of claims as to the outcome of their 
polling. i 

For instance, ‘* Buck ’’ Hinrichsen has been 
circulating as something most encouraging 
for the supporters of Bryan that he would 
carry Pope, a Republican county in Egypt, 
by a majority of 106. The poll taken by the 
Republicans in Pope gives it to McKinley 
Hobart by 1,000. 

All this good information, however, does 
not mean there will be any let-up on the part 
of the Repubicans in their fight. In view of 
everything that has been gaid about what the 
Popocrats were going to do here and how 
they proposed to make lilinois the great bat- 
tle ground, Mr. Hanna yesterday congratu- 
lated Dr. Jamieson and Chairman Hitch and 
said the Republican organization in Illinois 
was superior to that of almost any other 
State, and in this campaign, up to the pres- 
ent time, has certainly made the best show- 
ing.

| ON STATE’S-ATTORNEYSHIP, 


Kern Deemed Certain of the Nomina- 

_. tlom at the Former’s County Con- 
vention Tomorrow—Is Thought to 
Represent a Needed Barrel—Peo- 
ple’s Party Sharp for Strong—Com- 
mittees Wrangle to No Good End— 
How the Primaries Look Ahead, 


Perhaps the only thing which is certain 


‘about to morrow’s Popocratic convention is 
‘that “Jake ’’ Kern will be the nominee for 
State’s-Attorney. 
it is likely to disarrange all the plans formed 
up to the present time for a fusion of the 
Popocratic and Populistic votes on the coun 
ty ticket in Cook this fall. | 
The two committees on fusion met accord- 
ing to program yesterday. Thomas Gahan, 
Joseph 8. Martin, Robert Burke, and Will- 
iam Loeffler represented the Popocrats, and 
Dr. Taylor, Chris O’Brien, and J. B. Weaver 
the Populists, Their mission was to so di- 
vide up the candidates for county offices to 
be voted on this fall that both sides could 
have their fair share, and they split on the 
State’s-Attorneyship the first thing. 


Both Sides Want the Criminal End. 

The Populists. have a.candidate for the 
nomination in the person of William Strong, 
and are especially anxious to procure this of- 
fice, so the Repupblicans say, because it 
might come in handy in case there were any 
more Anarchists to ke punished or friends 
of theirs were indicted for treading on the 
laws of the State in connection with labor 
riots and kindred disturbances. 

The Popocrats are equally anxious to hold 
on to the place and, the Republicans also 
say, for somewhat similar reasons, the aver- 
age Popocratic ward heeler having more bus- 
iness in the Criminal Court than any other 
branch of the public service and being espe- 
cially alive to the advantage of having a

the Popocratic committee needs ready cash, 

So, after the matter had been wrangled 
over for a couple 6f hours, the meeting ad- 
journed until today, the Populists, in the 
meantime, having rejected a prop@sition 
which had its humorous features. 

That proposition was that both sides 
should call all bets off, contest today’s pri- 
maries, and abide by the result. As these 
primaries will be notoriously the most un- 
fair ever held in Cook County since the old 
days when * Joe’’ Mackin used to put the 
ballots in the boxes before they were taken 
to the polls, everyone smiled at the proposal.

PAPER MAKING IN THIS COUNTRY, 


United States Now at the Head of the 
List in Point of Production, 
Though the number of paper factories in 
the United States has decreased 20 per cent 
during the last fifteen years, the product of 
American factories during the same period 
has increased 4) per cent, and the present 
capacity of thea paper mills of the United 
States is 300,000 tons a year. More than 
$100,000,000 is invested in the paper factories 
of the ‘country, which number 700, and the 
total number of employés in them is larger 

than our standing army. 

For many years, during the time that rag 
paper or straw paper was the standard, 
Great Britain stood at the head of the 
and manufactured not 
only sufficient for the home demand, which 
is very extensive, but also had a surplus 
left over for export to other countries, 
whereas the American product of paper was 
insufficient for home requirements. With, 
however, the discovery of the utility of wood 
pulp for paper making and the process

from 12% to 2% cents a pound, the United 
States has been steadily pushing ahead, and 
is now not only in advance of Great Britain 
but is increasing its lead rapidly, * Germany 
follows Great Britain closely, and may soon 
overtake it in paper making. - 

The raw material, including wood pulp, 
rags, bagging, wood fiber, and cotton waste, 
which enter into the composition of paper, 
represent a total annual investment in all 
the countries which have authentic figures 
of paper manufacture of $100,000,000, and 
the chemicals used for dyeing or coloring 
papers, particularly high grade. note paper, 
involve a further expenditure of $50,000,000. 
The ingredients which enter into the compo- 
sition of paper of various kinds, in addition 
to those already given, are jute and straw, 
and the rags used are divided, according to 
their serviceableness, into linen rags, which 
yield 50 per cent of paper from the amount 
of material used; woolen rags, which yield 
60 per cent; and cotton rags, which by im- 
proved process yield 65 per cent. 

New York and Massachusetts stand at the 
head of the States in respect to the amount 
of paper manufactured. With the cheap- 
ening of the cost of paper not only have new 
uses been found for it (they have railway 
tracks made of paper in Germany), but the 
demand for paper has increased enormously. 
This is particularly noticeable in newspa- 
pers, the size of which have in many cases 
been increased to correspond to the reduc- 
tion in price. Moreover, cheaper paper has 
boomed enormously the business of the pub- 
lication “of books and magazines. This re- 
duction of cost in bookmaking, by which a 
volume that a few years ago cost $1 is now 
cold for 15 or 20 cents, has had one odd re- 
sult, as is shown in the general decline .of 
private libraries, for with the cheapening 
of books the incentive for collecting them 
seems to have departed, except in the case 
of rare books or those valued on account of 
the beauty of the binding or illustrations,

Rockford, Ill., Sept. 10.—[{Special.]—Legal 
proceedings against a number of the high 
school seniors for hazing Claude Kraft, a 
freshman, so severely that he was confined 
to his bed, have been dropped.

New Orleans, La., ‘Sept. 10.—[{Special.]~ 
The third bank failure in a month occurred 
today, when the Mutual National closed its 
doors. The general feé¢ling of distrust caused 
a quiet but cohtinued run on the bank for 
the last two wéeks. It received aid from the 
clearing-house, but was unable to continue 
after the rush of yesterday. 

The officials of the Union National, which 
suspended yesterday, still refuse to make a 
Statement, but it is admitted that the fall- 
ure was due to a heavy defalcation. It ap- 
pears that two sets of books of depositors’ 
accounts were kept, one of which shows the 
amount due depositors to be $9,000 and the 
other set $600,000. 

It was the first set which was always sub- 

mitted to bank examiners and directors. 
The defalcation is placed at $190,000, 
- The Bank of Commerce withstood a heavy. 
run today without much trouble, being pro- 
tected very much by the clearing-house reso- 
lution to pay only $10U per day to any one 
depositor. 

The resolution of the savings banks not to 
pay any money without sixty days’ notice 


will prevent them from feeling the results | 


of the lack of confidence, and it is now be- 
lieved the worst of the panic is over. 

The capital stock of the Mutual National 
Bank was only $200,000 and its line of de- 
posits very small. It has been regarded as 
weak for a long time. The bank is said to 
have sufficient securities to liquidate its en- 
tire indebtedness. Yesterday a rumor was 
in circulation that the bank was about to go 
into liquidation, though the directors had 
not then taken any action on the subject. 
They have now concluded to wind up the 
business. 

It is stated that leading banks of this city 
hold in cash assets an amount which is 
twice as large as that usual at this season 
of th@ year, and are perfectly sound finan- 
cially. | 

Aid from Treasury Officials. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—The Treasury 
officials are doing what they can legitimately 
and lawfully to assist the national banks 
of New Orleans in tiding over any runs that 
may be made upon them.

Taken with Typhoid-Fever While en 
a Vacation in the East and Now Ly~ 
ing in a Dangerous Condition at 
Leicester, Mass.-— Members of His 
Congregation Await Developments 
with Great Concern—Sketch of the 
Doctor’s Life. 


The Rev. H. A. Delano, pastor of the Bel- 


ically fll with typhoid-fever in Leicester, 
Mass. 

From reports received yesterday by friends 
and members of his congregation it is un- 
derstood he hardly can recover. For most 
of the day he was unconscious, and the only 
hope his family had that he might survive 
was placed in the robust, vigorous consti- 
tution which he possesses. Mr. Delano’s 
wife, who accompanied him East, is at his 
bedside. 

The Rev. Mr. Delano has had charge of 
the Belden Avenue Baptist Church only 
since. May. The latter part of August he 
took a brief surcease from his labors, and 
in company with his wife went to New En- 
gland. He stopped for a few days in War- 
ren, Mass., and while there seemed ill, but 
neither he nor his wife believed the trouble 
to be more than a temporary indisposition. 

Two weeks ago today the couple arrived 
in Leicester, Mass., and Mr. Delano was 
compelled to take to his bed at once. When 
‘medical assistance was called it was found 
that he was suffering from typhoid-fever of 
a most virulent type. It is said that every- 
thing possible has been done to aid him, but 
the course of the disease has been unusually 
— and even more than commonly se- 

It was expected that Dr. Delano would 
return home last week, so that he would be 
able to fill his pulpit as usual last Sunday.

The Rev. Henry A. Delano was bo 
New York State in 1848. He went rg 
Buckeye State for his education, graduating 
from the University of Denison in 1869. He 
soon returned to New York and entered the 
theological seminary at Rochester. Com- 
pleting his course, he started in the min- 
istry without delay. His first charge was 
the Baptist church in Mount Morris, N. Y. 
From there he was called to Zanesville, O., 
afterwards going back to New York at the 
request of the people of Norwich, where 
he took a Baptist church. His way from 
Norwich was to South Norwalk, Conn., and 
it was while there he responded to the call 
of the congregation of the First Baptist 
Church of Evanston. He remained in Evans- 
ton for seven years, and early in the pres- 
ent year he became pastor of the Belden 
Avenue Baptist Church. 

Mr. Delano has been the Prohibition can- 
didate for the Legislature and for Congress 
several times. He was Chairman of the 
National Prohibition convention, which 
met at Indianapolis. While in Zanesville, 
O., he was a leader in the reform known as 
the Murphy movement.

A TALK TO TRADES UNION LEADERS. 

Some of your members are still consumed 
with curiosity to know more about the bil! 
passed by Congress in February, 187%, 
stopping the free coinage of silver dollars ut 
16 to 1, called by the Populists and Popo- 
crats the “crime of *73.” There is one 
phase of that act of Congress which needs a 
little further explanation, because it affects 
the interests of every man and woman who 
works for wages; and it is on that aspect of 
the subject THe TRIBUNE asks your serious 
attention for the time it will require you to 
peruse this articie. The so-called * crimes 
act of 1873” consisted of abolishing the 
further free coinage of silver dollars in the 
mints of the United States. The commer- 
cial value of a silver dollar at that time was 
about $1.01 in gold, and it was regarded by 
Congress as a uselss coin, as it had not cir- 
culated since 1834 to an extent that was 
worth considering. But within three years 
after the bill passed Congress the bullion in 
a silver dollar had declined to 93 or 94 cents 
in gold value. 

We will pause here to explain this fall 
in silver bullion only long enough to refer to 
its demonetization in Europe about that 
time and the enormous and sudden increase 
of output by silver mines. In 1876 the 
greenbacks were bought and sold by brokers 
for a little more gold than the worth of the 


‘silver bullion:in a silver dollar, which had 


declined a few cents, while the selling value 
uf the greenbacks had appreciated several 
cents in gold. Silver was the cheaper. 

The next year the greenbacks approached 
par with gold, as the government was then 
on the eve of redeeming them in gold, but 
fhe value of 37144 grains of silver had sunk 
to 90 cents in gold. It was then cheaper to 
pay debts in silver than in greenbacks by 
seven or eight cents on the dollar; and it 
was in 1877, when the greenbacks were 
worth more than the bullion in a silver dol- 
lar by several cents, that the cry was started 
for the remonetization of silver dollars at 
the former ratio of 16 to 1, as they were iu 
immediate demand for paying debts. The 
next year (1878) the cry was still louder 
and more importunate, as at that time 10 
cents could be saved on the dollar in paying 
debts. The next year (1879) the value of 
the silver in a dollar dropped down into the 
eighties in Value; and the clamor became 
still more vociferous for free silver coinage 
at the former ratio, notwithstanding the 
silver had lost 18 to 20 per cent of its value 
all over the world, and the silver miners 
Were pouring out a greater quantity of 
bullion than the needs of the- world 
manded. 

For the purpose of satisfying the wide- 
epread how! for free coinage of silver Con- 
gress ordered the Secretary of the Treasury 
in 1878 to purchase monthly not less than 
two million dollars’ worth of silver bullion 
and coin it into 871% grains legal tender 
dollars. And in this way, in a’ dozen years 
—1878 to 1890—over 350,000,000 of silver 
dollars or certificates were put into circula- 
tion, and they are stillin circulation. 

The value of the bullion in the silver dollar 


de- 


‘ continued shrinking until it was worth less 


than 70 cents iu gold; but it was held up to 
parity with gold by the government. But 
this terribly displeased the free silverites. 
When they saw the commercial value of 
the silver dollar only 70 cents they worked 
themselves into a feverish frenzy because 
they were unable to use 70-cent dollars for 
the payment of their hired labor and debts 
incurred in 100-cent gold value money. 

At that time 95 per cent of all the out- 
standing debts had. been contracted in gold 
value money. 

But the silver bullion still continued to 
decline in value and the silverites howled 
for it. Congress passed a bill in 1890 or- 
dering the Secretary of the Treasury to pur- 
chase more than two and a half times as 
much silver per month and throw it into the 
circulation. But after a short speculation 
silver bullion began again to tumble down 
faster than é@ver before. Conservative men 
in 1893, getting frightened that the cur- 
rency would soon slump to 60 cents on the 


_dollar and that gold would disappear from 


circulation, began sending in their green- 
backs to the Treasury and checking out 
gold. The President saw that in a short 
time, if the scare continued, there would be 
no gold left in the Treasury, and he called 
Congress together in extra session and ad- 
vised it to repeal the purchase clauses of the 


metallism, and gold would not have been 
seen in our currency since 1873. 

The value in purchasing power of the 
silver currency would have been the same 
as the. value in gold of its bullion. 

Now, bear in mind that from 1873 ta 
1893 the wages of labor for all occupations 
in the United States would have been paid 
in a perpetually cheapening and declining 
money. The decline would have averaged 
a loss to the wageworking masses of about 
-% per cent a year. 
enough to cause an anfhual strike for an 
advance of wages, but there would occur a 
loss all the same to the toiler.. Every five 
years the loss in the value of the wages as 
compared with wages paid in gold would be 
equal to 12 per cent. 

‘rom 1873 to 1893, when the good times 
ceased, the loss of labor would have reached 
the enormous amount of 50 per cent, or one- 
half the present gold value of working peo- 
ple’s compensation. 

Did the “ crime of 1873” ever strike you 
in. that obvious light before? The escape 
from that great loss by labor was due to the 
fact ‘that the country was prevented by 
the “ crime of 1873” from resuming on si!- 
ver and adopting the down-grade silver 
standard of money in 1877. In its best 
aspects the condition of labor from 1877 till 
the present time would have been a deplora- 
ble state of affairs, with misery, want, 
strikes, and riots and discontent all around, 
Unorganized labor would be receiving about 
half the compensation it is getting now, 
and it is exceedingly doubtful whether or- 
ganized labor would not be 40 or 50 per cent 
worse off than it has beenyn the last twenty 
years if its wages since 1876 had been 
paid in such declining, debasing, fluctuating 
silver money as the Demo.-Pops, have want- 
ed so furiously. On the other hand, the 
wages of the working classes advanced 
steadily in value from 1873 to 1878, when 
greenbacks reached par with gold. \‘They 
were only worth about 85 cents on thedol- 
lar when the Demo.-Pop. “ crime of 1873 ” 
was committed, and during those five years 
the advance in the gold value of their wages 
Was 15 percent. Have they forgotten that? 

‘rom that year to this they have all been 
paid in gold value money, which Altgeld 
calls 200-cent dollars and is working as 
busily as Satan in a cyclone to have wages 
cut down one-half to what he calls 100-cert 
dollars. And he has the sublime impudence 
to ask wageworkers to help him to accom- 
plish his rascally, robber purpose, which 
means a dollar worth but 50 cents in gold. 

The Bryan party is pledged by its 
platform and incited by its dishonest 
greed, if it comes into power, to destroy 
the present currency and slump it to galf- 
value dollars in a day, and thereafter’pay 
its debts, incurred On the gold basis, in 
money Whose dollars ate worth but 50 cents, 
and pay its hired labor in the South and 
West and elsewhere in the same kind of de- 
based currency. In addition to all that, 
these advisers of the common people pro- 
pose to destroy half the value of the ** com- 
mon people's ’ deposits in the savings banks 
and building and loan associations and life 
insurance policies, and half the yalue of any 
other money they may have on loans. 


THE CALUMET DRAINAGE DISTRICT. 

Some of the residents in that part of the 
city lying south of Eighty-seveuth street, 
which is outside the Chicago sanitary dis- 
trict, are discussing the advisability of or- 
ganizinganew drainage district to take care 
of the sewage of the territory south of 
Kighty-seventh street, including the towns 
on the south just outside the city limits. 

The plan of those who wish to organize 
the Calumet district is to cut a channel 
from the Calumet River at Blue Island to 
the Chicago drainage channel at the Sag, a 
distance of about nine miles. A rough es- 
timate of the cost is about five million dol- 
lars. That may be too low. ere 
When the southern boundary of the Chi- 
cago district was fixed it was with the ex- 
pectation that the country to the south, 
through which the Calumet flows, would be 
erected into a distinct district at some fut- 
ure time, when the increase in wealth and 
population justified it. : 

‘That section is filling up and thé residents 
are beginning to complain of the impurity 
of the water supply. The quantity of sew- 
age emptied into the lake through the Cal- 
umet is increasing. Population is growing, 
but it is growing more rapidly than taxable 
wealth is, and for that reason the taxpayers, 
while recognizing the fact that a drainage 
channel must be cut at some day, may not 
feel ready to enter on that costly under- 
taking just yet. ‘Their present taxes are 
as heayy as they can stand. 

The law provides that “ whenever any 
area of contiguous territory within the 
limits of a single céunty shall contain two 
or more incorporated cities, towns, or vil- 
lages, and shall be’so situated that the 
maintenance of a common outlet for the 
drainage thereof will conduce to the mainte- 
nance of the public health,” any 5,000 legal 
voters within the limits of the proposed san- 
itary district may petition the County Judge 
and have au election ordered as to whether 
the district shall be organized. 

It is a question whether at this time the 
necessary 0,000 signatures can bé obtained, 
or whether, if obtained, a majority vote can 
be secured at this time for the proposition 
to organize a sanitary district. Not much 
headway can be made with this project till 
times are better. 
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CHAIRMAN HOLT SICKENS.

A highly entertaining contribution to the 
long-suffering and overweighted municipal 
problem emanates from the pen of Dr. J. H. 


Girdner and appears in the current issue of. 


the North American Review. The learned 
doctor, who evidently lives in New York, 
calls his article ““The Plague of City 
Noises,” and it is superfluous to add that 
with quick strides he leads up to the gen- 
eral proposition that they should be exter- 
minated. It would be profitless to rehearse 
the argument by which Dr. Girdner proves 
that the sense of hearing is extremely dell- 
cate, being susceptible to “ boilermakers’ 
” and vuther kindred afflictions, for 
his conclusion will be admitted by all, 


‘whether they have had “ acoustic neuritis ” 


or not. Nor can any one successfully com- 
bat his statement that “a vast amount of 
nerve energy is expended on the sense of 
hearing and discriminating noises ”’ in all 
large cities. Interest is centered therefore 


in the doctor’s comprehensive classification 


of these admitted noises and his sugges- 
tions for reform. The first group, consist- 
ing of “noises produced by horses and 
wheeled vehicles,” he admits is largely 
necessary und it can be eliminated from 
considerations of effective reform. 
other groups are as follows: 

2. Noises produced by street peddlers, beggars, 
street musicians, etc. 

3. Noises produced by bells, whistles, clocks, etc. 

4. Noises produced by animals other than horses, 
as cats, birds, etc. 

5. All noises which come from the inside of our 
houses, as persons learning to play musical instru- 
ments, training the voice, etc., etc. 

6 Explosives. 

The doctor unhesitatingly would sweep 
group No. 2, from peddlers to etc., out of 
existence as public nuisances. He would 
consign ‘the beggars ‘to charity institutions, 
presumably intending to build a few thou- 
sand new institutions in order to accommo- 
date them. \ Regarding the peddlers, he 
simply would\stop their peddling, and as 
they doubtless would become beggars after 
that, they too would ultimately land in the 
charity institutions, He is rather vague re- 
garding the street musicians, being mindful 
apparently of the great pleasure they give 
to hundreds of thousands of children, for 
many of whom they furnish the only music 
of their youth. Later on perhaps he would 
find some way of adding them to his grow- 
ing colony in the eharity institutions. 

Group No. 3 naturally receives no consid- 
eration. Bells, whistles, and clocks that 
strike must go. Makers of clocks may con- 
tinue in business if they leave out the 
* strikers.”” Makers of bells and whistles 
perhaps will be given a honie in the charity 
institutions. This the doctor does not prom- 
ise, but since ne would cut off their means 
of sustenance surely he would treat them as 
generously as the original beggars. The 
doctor is not perturbed by the feature of 
group No..4, all of which he would add to 
his kingdom of quiet. Although the aver- 
age citizen might hesitate to lose the glad 
note of the feathered songsters, the rapture 
with which he would hail the annihilation of 
the universal night chorus of the cat would 
more than compensate for the loss of the 
birds. In passing let us hope that the doc- 
tor, if he starts his crusade against noise, 
will begin at the cat. A similar feeling of 
enthusiastic acciaim will be accorded the 
doctor if he can make any headway against 
“persons learning to. play musical instru 
ments,”” whom he classifies under group No. 
». Until he is more definite, however, he 
will have a small following in an effort to 
eradicate “all other noises that come from 
the inside of our houses.” ‘Some of these 
noises, like the joyous laughter of children 
and many others that could be enumerated, 
are too precious to. be sacrificed ruthlessly 
even in the interest of a universal peace. 
A similar exception must be taken to the 
doctor's desire: to wipe off the calendar the 
* Glorious Fourth.” The annual celebra- 
tion 6f Young America, even if in Dr. Gird- 
ners recapitulation it is merely called 
“group No. 6—explosives,” is too great a 
patron of patriotism to be lightly parted 
with. 

‘The inquiring mind, and perhaps one that 
syinpathizes entirely with the doctor's aims, 
will seek to ascertain how he expects to 
bring this millenium of quiet into existence. 
By the simplest method in the world—the 
organization of a society to be called the 
‘Society for the Prevention of Noise.”’ 

That of course settles it.

Boiler Incrustations. . 

Still another method for the prevention or 
removal of boiler incrustation is recom- 
mended by Rubricius, an Austnian chemist, 
and is said to have furnished remarkably 
good results dfring the period of one year or 
so that it has been in use at Anina and other 
localities in Austria-Hungary. To the feed 
water there is added a mixture consisting of 


cent of soda; these salts transform the more 
or less soluble carbonates contained in the 
water into soluble chromates, which settle in 
the shape of slime without adhering to the 
walls of the boiler, and the latter can easily 
be cleaned by washing. The beneficial effect 
of such a process will, it is claimed, be felt 
even in the case of boilers which are already 
lined with thick layers of incrustation,. for 
these will be gradually reduced and trans- 
formed into slime. In practice, Rubricius 
states, it is required.that one-tenth of an 
ounce of the mixture should, on an average, 
be added to thirty-five cubic feet of water— 
for an ordinary boiler three to four ounces 
a day will be found sufficient for the pur- 
pose. Again, in the case of water with very 
high lime contents being employed, the dose 
should be increased in. quantity somewhat; 
whatever the occasion in hand may be, the 
exact quantity requisite can easily be deter- 
mined by a previous test. it

Both Are Exonerated by a Coroner’s 
Jury for the Death of Emma 
: Bartels, 


Dr. F. W. Winters and his wife were exon- 
erated by a Coroner's jury yesterday after- 
noon from all blame for the death of Emma 
Bartels, who died at their home, No. 108 


South California avenue, on Wednesday 
night. | 


The jury after a short deliberation returned 
@ verdict that the young woman’s death was 
due to some narcotic poison, probably chlor- 
al. They were unable to determine from the 


evidence whether she took it with suicidal 
intent or not. 


Deputy Coroner Buckley conducted the 
inquiry at the Warren Avenue Police Sta- 
tion. Dr. and Mrs. F. W. Winters were 
brought 'into'the room escorted by policemen. 

The first witness to testify was Alfred 
Bartels, brother of the dead girl. He lives 
at No. 243 North Center avenue. He said 
the last time he saw his sister alive was on 
Tuesday night. At that time she signified 
her intention of leaving home and securing 
employment as a domestic. 

Dr. Winters was next called. He looked 
haggard and worried after his confinement 
a cell at the Warren Avenue Police Sta- 

‘ * 

* The girl came to my house, No. 108 South 
California avenue, on Tuesday night and 
asked for a position as domestic,” said the 
physician. “‘We needed a girl and I engaged 
her. Yesterday afternoon she complained of 
feeling ill and said she was unable to sleep 
nights. She said she was accustomed to 
taking chloral, and frequently took as much 
as forty grains. I gave her sixty grains, 
thinking that she would secure better rest. 
She continued to do her work about the 
house and did not again complain. The bot- 
tle containing the chloral was left in her 
room. At 9 o’clock my wife in passing her 
room heard labored breathing and called me. 
Emma was in a semi-conscious condition 
and I commenced to work over her. When 
she failed to regain consciousness I sum- 
moned two other physicians, but she died 
before they arrived,”’

KIERNAN MURDER TRIAL NEAR THE END 


EKvidence All In and the Case Expect- 
ed to Reach the Jury by 
Noon Today.

Attorney Knight, in his opening address 
to the jury for the defense, said he would 
show that Kiernan had been threatened by 
Walsh and others and had been told that 
Walsh and his friends intended to go to the 
sandwich car some night and assault hini. 

Defendant Kiernan testified in his own 
behalf that on the night before he shot 
Walsh.the latter appeared at his sandwich 
car and wamted to borrow ae revolver. 
Kiernan said he refused to give Walsh a 
pistol. Walsh then asked for 10 cents, which 
the witness said he gave him. The follow- 
ing night Walsh returned to the car and de- 
manded money, Kiernan said, at the same 
time threatening him. 

‘‘T reached up on a shelf, got my revolver, 
and ordered him away,’’ Kiernan said, 
**‘ He continued to threaten me, and I fired 
two shots at him.”

FALLS IN 2:013. 


Star ae Forces the Great Pacing 
Stallion to Equal the Time Record 
of Robert J. to Beat Him-—Great 


Race Over the Glens Falis Track in 


Which Gentry Lowers the Harness

Glens Falls, N. Y., Sept. 10.—The first of the 
series.of three races between the great pac- 


ing stallions, John R. Gentry, 2:03%, and“ 


Star Pointer, 2:04%, for a purse of $5,000, 
with $500 added by the association should 
the track record of 2:03 be beaten, took place 
today in the peerless mile track of the 
Northern New York Trotting Horse Breed- 
ers’ Association at Glens Falls. Last week 
at Fleetwood John R. Gentry lowered the 
colors of Robert J., Frank Agan, and Star 
Pointer, winning the most remarkable har- 
ness race on record, pacing the fastest three 
consecutive miles known. Today the same

This match brought out upwards of 7,000 
people. Shortly before 2:30 the first heat of 
the big event was called. Gentry came first 
on the track and received an ovation as he 
passed the grand stand. Star Pointer fol- 
lowed quickly and was equally well re- 
ceived. The pools were selling 1 to 2 on 
John R. Gentry and 6 to 5 on Star Pointer. 
They closed at 2 to5 on Gentry. They were 
given the word on the second score. Star 
Pointer had the pole.. They started very 
level and held the position from the wfre to 
the half mile pole, with Gentry at Star 
Pointer’s saddle. Andrews let out a loop 
and Gentry closed up the distance, but a mo- 
ment later went back to Pointer’s seat. As 
they sped into the home stretch the stallions 
were as if in one harness. Then with a 
furious drive the .Fleetwood record holder 
pushed his nose ahead and won the heat in 
2 703%.

ULLMAN WANTS HIS MONEY BACK. 


Sues the St. Louis Fair Association tox 
$13,959.19, 

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 10.—[Special.)—Alex 
Ullman & Co. have sued the St. Louis Fair 
Grounds Association for $13,959.19. This is 
the echo of the controversy that broke out 
last May over the admission of ‘** bookies ”’ 
to the fair grounds. Ullman & Co. bought 
the booking privileges for the forty days of 
the spring. racing for $00,410 and began 
making payments in installments. On May 
23 the Fair Association disagreed with 
Ullman’s view of how the privileges should 
be managed and abrogated the contract. 
Uliman & Co. appealed to the court, but 
Judge Fiitcraft decided that the contract 
was based on gambling and was illegal, and 
the Fair Association could’ not be. com- 
pelled to live up tosit. Ullman & Co. had 
had the privilege some twelve days and they 
paid the association some $13,959 ahead of 
time, and they now sue to recover that 
amount. The money, it appears, was’ re- 
tained. by the Fair Association as a bond 
to indemnify them against any deficit from 
the coniract price which they might eén- 
counter in running. the ring for themselves. 
It was understood that if they derived a 
revenue equal to the price Ullman &. Co. 
agreed to pay the money deposited by the 
latter would be refunded. The suit indi- 
cates that the ring was run at a loss:

YANKEE DIVER TELLS OF BIG FISH. 


One Nearly Knocked Him Down at the 
Bottom of Lake Quassapaug. 

Danbury, Conm, Sept. 6.—Up in the Wood- 
bury Mountains is Lake Quassapaug, which 
is known to sportsmen as one of the best bass 
ponds in Connecticut. Its clear waters are 
so deep in many places that no fisherman 
has ever seen the bottom, even on the still- 
est summer day, and it'has become a tradi- 
tion that the water is so deep that fish can- 
not live at the bottom of the lake. So for 
years no one has angled for fish at the bot- 
tom of Quassapaug, or if some fisherman 
made the experiment he had so little suc- 
cess that he said nothing about it. 

One day last week the little steamboat 
which plies up and down the lake lost its 
propeller, and the fresh water sailors were 
unable to find it. A diver was summoned 
from Bridgeport. The story that he told 
when he came up from the bottom of the 
lake set the fishing cranks wild. He found 
the propeller in forty-two feet of water, and 
all about it were innumerable fish of great 
size. He judged from their appearance 
that they were carp and bass, although 
among them were some species which he 
did not recognize. They shot in and out 
about his légs while he was at work, and 
hindered him seriously. One big. fish struck 
him with such force that it nearly knocked 
him from his feet. His diving armor pre- 
vented him from catching one of the fish 
with his hands. 

The diver asserts that the rocks at the 
bottom of the lake are covered with fresh 
water clams, and that the fish feed upon 
these. This, of course, leads to the infer- 
ence that clams are good bait for these 
giants of Quassapaug. Fresh water clams 
are hard to find, and fishermen who have 
cast fifty-foot lines baited with salt water 
clams have not had a nibble.

PREVAILING MODE IN AUTUMN CAPES. 


Short Single Garment, the Shape Be- 
ing Suitable for Satin, Silk, 
or Cloth. 


The prevailing mode in autumn capes is 
the rather short single cape with flaring col- 
lar. This shape is chosen for cloth and satin 
or silk garments. 

The former are perfectly plain, with ma- 
chine stitching around the edges, or are 
strapped in various ways with the same 
goods. Some have two or three straps down 


points. 

Satin capes of black are fancifully trimmed 
with ruffles of black chiffon and white, 
cream, or ecru lace. One had a flounce of

Jet or 
net or tulle is much used, in the shapes of 
yokes and collars. 

When made of cloth the cape is seamless, 
but narrow fabrics have a seam down the 
center back.

Campbell, promoter of the Burton patents 
for smelting, welding, and forging by elec- 
tricity, who was charged with financial ir- 
regularities in 1893, had appeared in Chi- 
cago again, and succeeded in getting the

As a result. of Campbell's recent deals, de- 
tectives of the Central Police Station are 
under instructions to arrest him on the 
charge of obaining money by false pre- 
‘tenses, preferred by Calvin A. Poage, an- 
other promoter, who says Campbell got 
away with $7,500 of his money. 

The cashier of the Commercial Loan and 
Trust company, in discussing Campbell 
and his transactions, said yesterday: 

‘“‘ We have been forced to throw out many 
‘of Campbell's checks recently, among them 
being one for $300 presented by the Hotel 
Plaza of New York and one for $400 given to 
Dr. Good, a dentist in the Champlain Build- 
ing. We paid no check of his that overdrew 
his account. He defrauded this concern of 
$6,000 in 1893, and we have not recommend- 
ed him in a business way to any person 
since. We would not have permitted him 
to open an account with us this time had he 
not promised to clean up the old scores of 
1893."’ ,

Hiram J. Thompson’s Story.

He said Congress the year before had re- 
fused to relieve the people of Nebraska 
under exactly similar * sah» Pag on the 
ground that it had no constitutional right to 
do so. He thought, therefore, that it would 
be both inconsistent and unjust, as well as 
unconstitutional, for it to take exactly simi- 
flar action in favor of a foreign despotism.

Baldwin, Prof. H. P. Judson, Prof. Cham- 
berlain, Prof. Nicholson, and Prof. Henry 
Crew and Prof. G. H. Hough of Northwest- 
ern University.

resign. Gy. this ruse some valuable in- 
formation was gained, it is stated, and it 
was concluded that the poisoning was being 
done by people on the place. 

The penalty for the offense is from two to 
twenty years’ imprisonment.

The club 
has made the first ‘attempt to raise 
English pheasants in Maryland.

TWO THUGS THWARTED. 


ARRESTED IN THEIR SCHEME OF 
TORTURE AND ROBBERY. 


Charles Miller and Harry Watson Suar- 
prised by the Police at the Door 
of Their Intended Victim’s Home—

veals the Plot to Capt. Wheeler— 
Details of the Intended Crime as 
Told by Him. 


Charles Miller and Harry Watson are 
locked up in separate cells at the Maxwell 
Street Police Station.
